Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-1 3, 26, 29-38, 56 and 59-68 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to teach or suggest all of the claim limitations. The prior art fail to 
teach a method for communication in combination with receiving a request from a first 
party to place a call with a second party "wherein receiving the request comprises 
submitting the request to the application via an application programming interface (API), 
which exposes a platform-independent call model to the application, and wherein 
connecting the second party comprises connecting the call responsive to an instruction 
submitted by the application to the API, and wherein the first and second 
communication service providers have respective first and second telephony signaling 
stacks, and wherein the call model comprises an abstract call model that is independent 
of the telephony signaling stacks used in placing calls to and receiving calls from the 
application." Therefore, the pending claims are considered allowable over the prior art.
